HOW TO ORDER.—Always use order sheet and printed envelope sent with each Catalogue. 
Write plainly; keep a copy of your order. Do not order C. O. D. as it is an unnecessary 
expense to customers, as cost of collecting is added to all bills. 


REMITTING MONEY.—Cash should always accompany the order. Remittances may be made 
at our risk by either of the following methods: (1) Postoffice Money Orders; (2) Express 
Companies’ Money Orders; (3) Draft on New York or Chicago; (4) Begistered Letters. 
Money sent by either method is absolutely safe, and will cost from three to fifteen cents. 
When not convenient to make remittances by the above methods, by farmers living on 
Rural Routes, local checks will be accepted in payment. 


STAMPS received same as cash for small orders, or when notes are not obtainable, and they 
must be clean and in good condition, but will not be responsible for sums of One Dollar 
or over sent in this manner. Send only the 2c, 5c, and 10e stamps. 


PARCEL POST.—Under the Parcel Post rates, to avoid confusion and misunderstanding 
with our customers, we send seeds in packets, ounces, quarter pounds, pounds and half 
pints, by mail prepaid to any part of the United States and Canada. 

For the nearby points in the 2nd and 8rd zones, on heavy packages, in 5 and 10 lb. lots, 
or for % pk. or peck of Beans, Corn and Peas, we can send these prepaid by mail at a 
saving over express rates if preferred. 

For the 2nd zone it will cost from 10 to 20 cts., for the 38rd zone from 15 to 35 cts., ac- 
cording to weight. 

If customers will remit this additional sum above the amount of the order we can send 
the seeds by mail prepaid, otherwise we have to send by express at their expense. 

For the farther zones it will come cheaper to have them sent by express. 

Your postmaster can inform you in what zone you are located from Pella. a 


SHIPPING INSTRUCTIONS.—When goods are to be shipped by Freight or Express give plain 
shipping directions; otherwise we use our best judgment in regard to the matter. 


PREPAID RAILROAD STATIONS.—Customers who live at such points where there is no 
agent should send enough money to prepay freight charges, when too much is sent will 
return balance. Else will have to send to nearest station where there is an agent.

For early use, sow seed of the early kinds in the hot-bed, or 
in a box in the house, early in February, and transplant them in the open ground in April, 
in rows two feet apart and eighteen inches between the plants in a row; or sow in a seed- 
bed outside as soon as the soil can be worked, if you do not care for real early cabbage.

To 
prevent splitting or bursting of cabbage, go frequently over the ground and start every cab- 
bage that appears about to mature, by pushing them over sideways, which breaks some of 
the roots and checks its growth. To prevent the attacks of cabbage fiy on small plants 
dust thoroughly with plaster, air-slacked lime, or wood ashes freely over the young plants.

Second—Inoculated legumes take up more nitrogen than the plant itself requires, the 
surplus remaining to the benefit of future crops. 

Third—Inoculated legumes develop larger root systems than when not iocalsted and 
therefore reach the immense stores of potash and phosphorus in the sub-soil, bringing 
them up to supply the plant. When the roots and stubble decay these elements are 
also returned to the soil in a form available for future crops. 

Fourth—Inoculated legumes, by taking their nitrogen from the air, save the soil. 
When not inoculated they drain the soil of its nitrogen just the same as wheat or 
timothy or other leguminous plants. 

Inoculated legumes contain more protein matter than when not inoculated, greatly 
increasing their feeding value.
